President Eisenhower, plugging 
anew for his classroom construc­ 
tion program, said tonight the na­ 
tion’s schools are more important 
than Nike antiaircraft batteries 
and more powerful even than th# 
energy of the atom." 
In an address prepared for de­ 
livery at the centennial dinner of 
|the National Education Assn., Ei­ 
senhower asserted: 
"The hope of the world is that 
* wisdom can arrest conflict be­ 
tween brothers. I believe that war 
is the deadly harvest of arrogant 
and unreasoning minds.” 
The President, whose talk was 
carried nationwide on ABC radio— 
at 9 p.m. EST— said further that 
the strength 'of America’s arms 
“ is always related to the strength 
of our minds.” Then he added: 
“Our schools are strong point* 
in our national defense. Our 
schools are more important than 
our Nike batteries, more neces­ 
sary than our radar warning nets, 
and more powerful even than tha 
energy of the atom.

ALAMEDA. Calif., April 4 UT - 
An electric computer which plays 
an unrestricted game of tic tac 
toe against a human opponent has 
been built here by a scientifically 
minded 
15-year-old high school 
.student. 


Unlike most such machines, this 
one permits its opponent to make 
the first play and puts no restric­ 
tions on his moves. Also, it some­ 
times develops a case of "nerves" 
says its inventor, Edward Mc­ 
Laughlin. 


Its temperament is due mainly 
to its more than 1,000 soldered 
connections, and to slight varia­ 
tions rn commercial types of re­ 
lays, resistors and rectifiers. Ed ­ 
ward said. 


However, the human contender 
can’t win. The best he can get is 
a tie. If he makes one false move, 
the machine bangs through with 
three blobs of red light in a row 
among the nine squares and gives 
a victorious squawk via buzzer. 
Edward said he is considering 
rewiring the computer so the hu­ 
man player can win once in a 
while—just to keep him interested. 
The machine consists of a play­ 
ing console about the size of two 
cigar boxes laid end-to-end. 
a 
27x26-inch panel containing more 
than 70 telephone type relays, and 
a power unit which converts house 
hold current into 48-volt direct 
current. 
At retail the cost of the material 
would be about $700—a high price 
to pay for playing the game and 
never winning. Edward said the 
Pacific Telephone & Telegraph Co. I 
helped out by supplying the relays 
and power unit in the interests of 
science. 
Edward is the son of Harry J. I 
McLaughlin, an electronics spe- 
eialist in the Office of Naval Re­ 
search in San Francisco and is 
thinking of a career in electrical 
engineering. His computer will be 
displayed at the Bay Area Science 
Fair which opens rn San Francisco

Its installations. So it is not difficult to under­ 


stand why the Air Force has taken notice o f 


recent releases citing V eterans A dm inistration 


statistics covering the more than 94,000 veterans 


receiving nearly $00 m illion annually in com ­ 


pensation and pensions for hearing disabilities. 


T he Air Force doesn t want to take chances of 


having all those cases charged to jet noises, 
It 
therefore carefully points out that this VA case­ 
load dates back to the Spanish-Am erican W ar 
and includes service m en from the two W orld 
W ars, fought before the perfecting of jet planes 
as weapons of war. By this process of elim inat­ 
in g whole blocks of veterans with hearing d e­ 
ficiencies, the Air Force arrives at a figure of 
less than 11.000 cases dating from the K orean 
conflict and subsequent m ilitary service, 
Of the Korean veterans on the VA list it 
fays 59 per cent have only IO per cent im pair­ 
m ent of hearing, and less than one per cen t 
have com plete im pairm ent. 
In the decade in

weapons, that branch of the American m ilitary 
has been actively engaged 
in a program to

A ir Force installations have nothing to fear.

There is quite a fuss am ong the H arvard alum ni 
over the choice of Dr. J . R obert Oppenheimer as the 
deliverer of the 1957 W illiam Jam es lectures. 
D r. 
Oppenheim er. long associated with atom ic fission, te s­ 
tifying concerning him self and friends and colleagues 
anent Communist affiliations, adm itted that he had not 
told the truth. The Atomic Energy Commission, in a 
report signed by Lewis L. Strauss, C hairm an, and 
Ku^*ne M. Zuckert and Joseph Campbell, Comm is- 
sinners, stated: 


**. . . we find Dr. Oppenheimer I* not entitled 
to the continued confidence of the Government and 
of this Commission because of the proof of funda­ 
mental defects in his ‘character.’ 
“ In respect to the criterion of ’associations,* 
we find that his associations with persons known 
to him to be Communists have extended far beyond 
the tolerable limits of prudence and self-restraint 
which are to he expected of one holding the high 
positions that the Government has continuously 
entrusted to him since 1942, 
These associations 
have lasted too long to be justified as merely the 
intermittent 
and 
accidental 
revival 
of 
earlier 
friendships.’* 


So a group of H arvard alum ni, in Boston and New 
York, organized the H arvard “ V eritas'’ Com m ittee to 
•ro u se other alum ni and public opinion generally to 
oppose Dr. O ppenheim er as a H arvard lecturer. The 
W illiam Jam es lectures on philosophy are supposed to 
be identified with ethics and wisdom. 
But W illiam 
Jam es has been identified with pragm atism , which 
philosophers of other schools rarely adm it is an 
•th ical view of life. 
At any rate, the H arvard ' ‘V eritas" Committee has 
accepted H arvard’s slogan, "V eritas," meaning T ruth. 
as their motto. T heir point is that there Is no tru th 
in 
Dr. 
O ppenheim er. 
Before this com m ittee 
w as 
organized, an alum nus, Kenneth D. Robertson, '29, 
entered upon considerable correspondence with F ed­ 
eral Judge C harles E. W yzanski, *27. who is C hairm an 
of the Board of H arvard O verseers. 
I have read this correspondence which runs to 
m any pages and it would seem that Judge W yzanski 
last his tem per and threatened to sue Robertson if the 
latter m ade W yzanski \s correspondence public. 
This 
R obertson did and W yzanski, so far as I know, has 
not sued. The V eritas C om m ittee is making this ex ­ 
change of correspondence available. True, it m ust be 
very em barrassing to the learned judge to have his 
letters read by the hoi polloi because he does not 
argue too well hut pontifically. 
Most A m ericans dislike a big shot taking advan­ 
tage, particularly of a situation to which the people 
elevated him. 
H arry T rum an’s rem arks on his had 
blood with Ike show H arry in a better light, because 
a 
President who refused to be polite to an 
ex- 
P resident is taking advantage of a man who has no 
w ay to fight back. Besides, by all the rules of politics. 
Eisenhow er owes T rum an a debt of gratitude, to repay 
which a dish of scram bled eggs and bacon, with toast 
and m arm alade and good coffee, is not asking too 
m uch.

However, to get back to the Veritas Committee, 
the likelihood Is that the Oppenheimer lecture* 
will take place, In English or Sanscrit, and that 
numerous scholars will attend and applaud. The 
mood has changed and even at Columbia Univer­ 
sity, which Is fairly conservative compared to 
Harvard, the John Dewey Society invited John 
Gates, the editor 
of the

Sen. W illiams is a stanch R e­ 
publican turkey farm er and feed 
deafer who, com ing from the du- 
Pont state of Delaware, could 
not easily be elected if he w ere 
not a conservative. He had been

for honest taxes and honest tax 
collection. 
F’or a time, he got 
some support from Secretary of

Hum phrey,

stated publicly that the 27‘s per

Before the corporate tax bill 
cam e up for renew al last week, 
therefore, W illiams appealed to 
H um phrey to support a reduc­ 
tion.

tax bonanza to 15 per cent. He 
got nowhere.

But a roar 
of negative votes drowned this 
proposal too. 
Those leading the "no" chorus 
w ere D em ocrats Lyndon Johnson 
of Texas, g reat friend of the oil 
lobby, Russell Long of Louisiana, 
who owns underw ater oil lands 
in the Gulf of Mexico; and FYank 
Carlson 
(K ans ) 
with 
Everett 
Dirksen till ), Republicans. 
W illiams then tried for a show 
of hands to get a ro llcall vote to 
require S enators’ nam es to he 
recorded for and against the oil 
com panies. 
He 
got 
only 
four 
hands: Douglas (111.), N euberger 
• O re.), D em ocrats; 
with 
Aiken 
and his own (W illiam s’) hand, 
Republicans. 
Then Douglas, a form er econ­ 
omics professor a t the U niversity 
of Chicago and a tax expert, pro­ 
posed a turther com prom ise. He 
urged that little oil com panies 
with a net incom e of less than 
$1,000,000 be allowed the full 27'a 
per cent tax benefit. Com panies

proposed,

Planked Porterhouse 
Steak Easily Prepared 


For elegant treatment of an 
elegant meat, plank a Porter­ 
house steak. The deliciously ten­ 
der and flavorful meat is a hand­ 
some sight served sizzling hot 
on a planking board. The broiled 
?teak-on-a-board may he accom­ 
panied 
by 
colorful 
vegetables 
which have been precooked and 
arranged on the plank with the 
meat, then popped under 
the 
broiler for a quick, final, brown­ 
ing. 
Any beef steak may he planked 
—T-bone, club, sirloin and even 
ground beef shaped as a steak. 
Lamb chops and steaks are fre­ 
quently planked, and thick ham 
slices may be boiled and served 
on a planking hoard, too. 
Th* ideal planking board Is 
made of well seasoned hardwood ! 
and is oval in shape. It is grooved 
so that juices are retained on the 
board rather than lost in the oven 
Before 
it 
is used, 
the 
plank 
should be heated in the oven, then 
rubbed with unsalted fat. After 
using, the plank should not be 
washed—simply wiped with ab­ 
sorbent paper to remove surplus 
grease, then rubbed with more 
paper or clean towel until clean 
To plank a steak, follow these 
directions; 


1. Select a T hone. Porterhouse 
or club steak cut 1-4 inches or 
more in thickness. Slash edges 
of fat at two-inch intervals to 
prevent curling during broiling 
2. Place steak on rack of broil­ 
er and broil 3 to 5 inches from 
heat source. .Allow 12 to 13 minu­ 
tes per side for a medium-cooked 
steak I - 1 1 inches (hick. Season 
cooked side with salt and pepper. 
Turn meat with tongs and broil 
second side about IO minutes.

caps or sliced whole mushrooms. 
4 Brush vegetables with melt­ 
ed butter or margarine and re­ 
turn to broiler for 2 minutes or 
until second side of steak is cook­ 
ed to preferred doneness and 
vegetables are hot. Season steak 
with salt and pepper and serve 
immediately.
